| Old Measurement Units 


as Remodeled by French 
‘The English units of measurement 
have evolved gradually from the 
simple standards used by the Eng- 
lish peasants and artisans a thou- 
sand years ago. Prior to the French 
revolution, in fact, the standards of 
all nations were ‘based’ on the rude 
units developed by primitive peo 
ples, writes Dr. Thomas M. Beck in. 
the Chicago Tribune. 
In 1790 the French government ap- 


‘} pointed a. commission to place the 


weights and measures of France on 
.a. decimal basis. This step involved 
the discarding of the old units and 
the adoption of new ones. As there 
was nothing sacred about the toise 
and the livre and the rest. of thie old 
units; ‘the ‘commission could arbi- 
trarily bave chosen any stick and 
stone‘in France to be thé new stand- 
ards of length and ‘weight. In ac- 
tual practice, however, it is’ desira- 
ble to have such standards based | 
on certain known and indestructible 
quantities, soi that:if all yardsticks 
and weights the land were de- 
stroyed in some catastrophe, they 
could soon be reproduced.
